AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a 
cooperative  effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the 
State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our 
Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each 
municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the 
responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his 
town/city.  This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as 
many  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  effi- 
ciently carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire 
districts  with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district. 
The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municipal 
forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest 
fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law 
violators  and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  suppres- 
sion equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability 
and  sold  to  local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess 
military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire 
departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into 
fire  suppression  units.  This  cooperative  arrangement  between 
State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire 
records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of  wood- 
land burned  in  each  fire  reported.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


In  Stark,  North  Country  Council  provided  technical  assistance 
to  the  Town  Planning  Board  on  zoning,  subdivision.  Board  of  Ad- 
justnnent  Activities,  and  assisted  in  the  developnnent  of  a  planning 
questionaire,  Also  provided  information  on  historic  preservation, 
solid  waste,  and  air  pollution. 

In  Columbia,  North  Country  Council  provided  assistance  on 
an  areawide  solid  waste  program,  and  general  planning  assistance. 

This  past  year  of  1979  saw  a  mixture  of  planning  and  action 
for  the  North  Country  Council,  Inc.  Major  contributions  were 
made  in  rural  and  economic  development,  local  planning,  and 
transportation. 

In  rural  development,  the  Council  assisted  approximately 
twenty-five  communities  in  taking  positive  steps  on  such  con- 
cerns as  housing,  downtown  revitalization,  water  supply,  and 
solid  waste.  The  Council  has  helped  communities  obtain  needed 
housing  resources.  Working  with  appropriate  state  and  federal 
agencies,  the  Council  assisted  targeted  communities  by  preparing 
applications  and  by  providing  information  so  decisions  can  be 
made.  In  economic  development,  the  Council  assisted  two  com- 
munities with  steps  toward  the  creation  of  parks  which  will  pro- 
vide a  necessary  place  for  additional  jobs.  Energy  development 
activities  have  encouraged  the  development  of  indigenous  re- 
sources such  as  wood  and  hydro  power.  NCC  has  also  been  active 
in  helping  local  companies  with  loan  applications  and  business 
counseling,  and  in  assisting  a  targeted  community  with  a  revolving 
loan  fund.  Additional  business  development  services  will  be  pro- 
vided during  the  coming  year  to  encourage  existing  area  and  other 
in-state  businesses  to  expand  or  locate  so  that  more  jobs  can  be 
provided  in  the  North  Country.  An  industrial  brochure  has  been 
published  which  promotes  the  quality  of  life  in  the  region  and  the 
resources  available  for  small  companies. 

Local  planning  assistance,  such  as  master  planning,  subdivision 
regulations,  zoning,  review  of  development  proposals  continues  to 
be  a  major  function  of  the  Council.  This  activity  will  take  on 
greater  significance  with  the  N.  H.  Supreme  Court's  emphasis  on 
local  master  planning  as  a  basis  for  local  regulations. 

Technical  reports  have  been  prepared  on  Mt.  Washington 
Valley's  Seasonal  Population  and  on  wetland  evaluation  and 
management.  Brief  and  informative  fact  sheets  on  community 
investment  strategies,  land  capabilities  and  wetlands  are  also 
available. 
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To  advocate  North  Country  transportation  needs  at  the  state 
and  federal  level,  a  Transportation  Comnnittee  has  been  organized 
with  representatives  from  different  communities  and  transporta- 
tion sectors. 

The  Council  acts  as  a  "regional  spokesman"  with  membership 
on  the  Governor's  Advisory  Committee  on  Growth,  the  N.  H. 
Environmental  Law  Clinic,  and  the  State's  Forestry  Resources 
Committee.  By  sponsoring  forums  and  conferences  on  growth  in 
the  forest  industry,  agricultural  development,  and  regional  land 
use,  the  Council  has  brought  together  people,  ideas,  and  resources 
to  generate  appropriate  solutions. 

We  believe  that  the  Council  has  a  program  that  can  assist  its 
rural  communities  in  meeting  the  challenges  and  opportunities  of 
the  1980's.  The  Board  of  Directors,  the  staff  and  the  entire 
Council  greatly  appreciates  the  support  your  Town  has  provided 
in  1979  and  over  the  last  few  years.  Please  call  us  at  823-8108  if 
the  Council  can  be  of  service  to  your  Town.

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SUPERINTENDENT  S  REPORT 

The  1979  school  year  witnessed  a  number  of  new  developments  and  continuing 
educational  efforts  in  the  Stark  School  District.   As  part  of  the  district's 
share  in  School  Administrative  Unit  58  activities,  a  union-wide  accountability 
committee  has  been  working  to  develop  the  individual  components  of  the  plan 
required  by  the  state.   Statements  of  essential  learning  outcomes  and  specific 
performance  indicators  are  developed  for  four  major  curricular  areas  required  in 
the  state  guidelines,  including  American  and  New  Hampshire  History  and  Government, 
Mathematics,  and  English.   Once  the  local  accountability  plan  is  accepted  and 
approved  by  the  state,  evaluation  of  student  achievement  of  the  curriculum 
goals  will  be  made  and  reported  to  the  communities. 

Two  major  projects  are  taking  place  which  will  streamline  services  and  pro- 
vide for  more  efficient  reporting  and  use  of  data  in  the  day-to-day  business 
operations  of  the  union.   One  of  these  projects  is  a  state  mandated  system  of 
accounting  procedures,  called  "Handbook  II-R,"  and  represents  a  major  revision 
of  the  old  budget  category  system.   The  new  system  will  provide  "account" 
numbers  which  identify  the  source  of  funds  for  any  expenditure,  the  function 
to  which  the  funds  are  applied,  the  object  purchased  by  the  money,  and  other 
significant  information  such  as  type  of  project,  grade  level,  department,  etc. 
Appropriate  training  will  be  provided  for  principals,  department  heads,  and  cler- 
ical staff  to  allow  for  a  smooth  transition  to  the  new  system. 

In  connection  with  the  new  fiscal  accounting  system,  an  electronic  data 
processing  computer  will  be  installed  in  the  School  Administrative  Unit  58 
office  to  handle  the  significantly  increased  demands  of  information  processing 
and  reporting,  payroll,  accounts  payable  and  receivable,  general  ledger,  and 
the  records ■ necessary  to  the  efficient  operation  and  management  of  the  business 
office.   The  computer,  an  NCR  8100  system,  will  also  have  the  capability  of 
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being  used  for  instruction  with  the  addition  of  minor  components  in  the  future. 
As  with  most  data  processing  systems,  this  one  will  not  replace  any  personnel, 
but  it  will  in  all  likelihood  forstall  the  need  to  add  on  to  the  business  office 
staff  in  the  forseeable  future. 

Special  education  programs  within  the  districts  continue  to  serve  the  needs 
of  the  handicapped  child.   The  individual  educational  program  (lEP) ,  required 
for  any  youngster  who  is  placed  in  a  special  educational  program,  is  designed 
to  identify  highly  specific  learning  needs  and  direct  the  teacher  to  helping  the 
child  achieve  mastery  of  those  needs  within  a  stated  time.   The  special  education 
program  receives  partial  federal  funding  under  Public  Law  94-142,  which  is  used 
principally  to  pay  for  part  of  the  staff  salaries  and  professional  psychological 
evaluations. 

As  a  result  of  a  Title  I  sponsored  workshop,  twenty  staff  members  from  all 
districts  participated  in  a  reading  training  program  using  Spalding  Phonics 
based  instruction.   The  teachers,  aides,  parents,  and  administrators  who  took 
the  course  received  insights  and  skills  in  one  of  the  most  effective  beginning 
reading  programs  in  use  today.   The  program  is  based  on  the  fact  that  learning 
by  children  through  four  "pathways"  at  once  -  seeing,  saying,  hearing,  and  writing 
provides  immediate  reinforcement  and  logical,  consistent  learning  of  fundamental 
letter  sounds.   Significant  success  has  been  achieved  by  this  program  throughout 
the  country,  and  it  has  been  especially  valuable  for  teaching  remedial,  dyslexic, 
and  special  needs  children.   The  program,  which  requires  only  teacher  training, 
relies  on  a  well  stocked  library  of  good,  high  quality  reading  materials.   There 
is  no  requirement  to  purchase  special  workbooks,  textbooks,  tapes,  posters, 
charts,  etc.,  as  is  often  found  with  major  publishing  houses'  "look-say" 
reading  programs. 

In  the  classroom,  the  school  year  has  been  highlighted  again  by  the  reading 
of  such  diverse  and  stimulating  masterworks  of  literature  as  "Lord  of  the  Flies," 
"Romeo  and  Juliet,"  "Kidnapped,"  and  "Wind  in  the  Willows." 
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In  the  genre  of  scientific  studies,  botany  and  animal  physiology  have 
given  students  practical  skills  and  knowledge  as  well  as  hours  of  enjoyment. 
Music  and  Art  appreciation  have  given  students  an  insight  into  the  attitudes 
and  knowledge  of  the  "Renaissance  Man,"  and  have  contributed  significantly  in 
broadening  their  cultural  scope. 

Practical  application  of  basic  Mathematics,  Geography,  and  Eng^^ish  provide 

the  "well-rounded"  education  the  children  of  Stark  so  richly  deserve  and  have 

worked  so   diligently  to  obtain.   The  efforts  to  provide  a  strong,  competitive, 

rigorous  academic  program  in  a  friendly,  warm,  happy  atmosphere  can  be  applauded 

as  quite  successful,  and  are  a  measure  of  the  coimnunity's  continuing  confidence 

in  the  school  program.
